In this first part, you meet
four of the outstanding tenor
sax men as well as two lead-
ing alto stars, Tunes include:
Just Me,” “Feslin’ Low,” “Ran-
Just Me,” “Fellin’ Low,” “Ran-
dall's Island,” “King's Riff,”
“The Way You Look Tonight,”
and others,

In the second part of
“Reeds,” the artists are: Paul
Quinichette, Coleman Hawk-
ins, Willie Smith, Lester
Young and Ben Webster, I
doubt if you'll ever collect a
more imposing assemblage of
reed virtuosi under one album
cover.

They play: “Afternoon of a
Basie-ite,” “Sometimes I'm
Happy,” “Rose of Birdland,”
“Beyond the Blue Horizon,”
“September in the Rain,”
